John Ruskin wrote “—there is no 
such thing as had weather, only dif­ 
ferent kinds of good weather."’ 
I 
am inclined to agree with him for 
there is much of interest and often I 
a pleasant change in the storms that 
may inconvenience, but always repay 
in such remuneration as the snow 
covered mountains and the shifting 
snowline. 
Each evening the snow 
line has changed, the lower moun­ 
tains having lost their white cover­ 
ing or when the clouds have lifted 
after a new storm, there is a gray- 
white covering on one more peak of 
lower elevation. 
All of which may 
not appeal to many persons, but nev­ 
ertheless one can, if he will, learn to 
enjoy all kinds of weather. 


Occasionally, 
w h e n 
t h e 
clouds are just of the right den­ 
sity, the moonlight forms a col­ 
ored cone as it penetrates 
the 
light gray clouds. 
It is an un­ 
usual effect that is well worth 
looking for. 
I saw this color 
display a few evenings ago. Last 
season I saw it three times. 


Soaring high over the village, a 
pair of eagles appeared much like 
the army planes flying at a high alti­ 
tude. 
This pair has been much in 
evidence lately. A few days ago one 
deserted his high playground 
and 
paid me a visit. 
He alighted on the 
dead limb of a tree some distance 
away, looked over the scenery for 
about half an hour, then leisurely 
departed. 


Some years ago, while in the 
high mountains of Colorado, 
several of our geological survey 
party were resting at the edge 
of an aspen forest, when a large 
golden eagle soared low, circled, 
and finally alighted on the top 
of an aspen, the trunk bent 
several feet under the weight of 
the huge bird. 
For probably 
three or four minutes, from a 
distance of less than twenty feet, 
it scrutinized the motionless fig­ 
ures of the men.

field his curiosity the eagle took 
wing, soon soaring above a high 
peak.

U ntil a short time ago man 
interfered with what is called 
the “balance in nature” but 
found that each time the experi­ 
m ent did not turn out as intend­ 
ed. 
It is a fact in animal life 
that some feed upon plants and 
in turn are fed upon by those 
not so well fitted to get a direct 
living from vegetable matter. If 
this arrangement is interfered 
with, say for instance in the 
case of coyotes and jackrafobits, 
the coyotes are trapped and the 
jackrabbits become a serious 
pest. Jackrabbits have many en­ 
emies and are afflicted by cer­ 
tain diseases and are only able 
to 
perpetuate themselves 
by 
enormous reproduction. 
If left 
to themselves, a balance will be 
reached, just enough coyotes to 
keep the rabbits from multiply­ 
ing too rapidly. 
In handling 
wild life areas the general plan 
now is “hands off” and allow 
nature to take her course by the 
re-establishing of a “balance” 
whereby animal life naturally 
arrives at an approximate equi­ 
librium of food for all; vegetable 
matter for the herbivorous and 
the herbivorous for the carni­ 
vorous.

P.O.RECEIPTS 
GROW $4572 
IN ONE YEAR 


Probably no postoffice in any old 
established com m unity of the country 
has shown the consistent annual in­ 
crease in postal revenues, as has the 
Palm Springs office. 
Records for the past eight years, 
compiled by P ostm aster R. M. Gor­ 
ham. show an increase each year over 
the previous year, hut 1934 showed 
the greatest increase 
of all. 
Last 
year sales in the local ofrice exceeded 
1933 sales by $4572. 
In the m atter of 
Increase. 1929 cam e next, when reve­ 
nue exceeded the previous year $2736. 
Following are the figures for the past 
eight years:

Although the 
Palm Springs 
post 
office is rated as a second-class office, 
it does as much business during the 
w inter season as m any first-class of­ 
fices. 
A 
postoffice 
becom es "first 
class" when revenues exceed $40.000 
a year. 
Receipts 
of the local office 
were more than 
$17,000 
for a six 
m onths Period, which com pares with 
the business of m any first class of­ 
fices for a half-year period. 
The num ber of em ployes and equip­ 
m ent allowed a post 
ofTice depends 
upon the annual receipts of the office. 
A first class office has m ore employes 
than one rated as second class. 
Due 
to the fact that 
post 
office receipts 
are very small here during the sum ­ 
m er m onths, the local oflflee is limited 
on funds for help during the w inter 
season. 
Post office employes have an add­ 
ed burden here because a great part 
of the patrons are transient. 
Many 
of these people who are here for a 
few m onths, o r the season, ren t box­ 
es. 
T heir mail arrives addressed to 
the nam e 
only. 
If the sam e clerk 
could distribute 
the 
sam e person's 
mail each day. the m atter would not 
be so difficult, but due to the trem en­ 
dous volume of mail, it m ust be sort­ 
ed and distributed by several clerks. 
Besides, th ere are people of the sam e 
name and initials receiving mail here. 
If their mail does not carry a distin­ 
guishing address, the clerk can only 
guess w here the mall belongs. 
If patrons of the local office desire 
the best possible service, they should 
Inform their 
correspondents to ad­ 
dress th eir mail to t ir» correct box 
number. 
W ith such co-operation on 
the part of the public, and exem plify­ 
ing 
a certain 
am ount 
of patience 
with a sm all crew of busy clerks, lo­ 
cal post office patrons 
need never 
have reason for com plaint.

M embers of the R ealty Board were 
luncheon guests at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Austin G. McManus, Mon­ 
day. 
Mr. McManus w as (he retiring 
president of the Board. 
The 
principal 
topic 
of discussion 
was a Junior High School for Palm 
Springs, and the board decided to a t­ 
tem pt to get such additional school 
facilities for the community. 
It was 
said th a t tills com m unity 
pays the 
larger portion of the bill to m aintain 
the Banning Union High School, and 
has only a sm all percentage of the 
students at th a t school. 
The realty 
board believes the en tire district may 
consent to take some of these funds 
to build a school here for the sev­ 
enth. eighth and ninth grades, thus 
reducing the num ber of students th at 
m ust be transported to Banning dally, 
and relieving the overcrowded gram ­ 
m ar school here. 
A Junior high school comes under 
the 6-3-3 plan, six grades In elem en­ 
tary school. 3 in junior high, and 3 
In high school. 
Junior high fchools 
are adm inistered by th e high school 
board of the district, which in this 
case would include Banning. Cabazon. 
W hitew ater, as well as Palm Springs. 
The plan as outlined would not In­ 
clude w ithdraw al from the Banning 
Union High 
School 
District, 
hut 
as proposed would sim ply 
Increase 
llie num ber of grades under the ju r­ 
isdiction of the high 
school 
board 
from four to six, with three of the six 
grades of Palm Springs students at­ 
tending school here. 
The desire of 
the Realty Board is to keep the first 
two grades of high school students in 
the local junior high, if this can he 
done. 
It is said Paint Springs would have 
to carry an excessively heavy finan­ 
cial burden if the 
village 
withdrew 
from tlie high school district, due to 
the fact th at local 
property would 
still have ta pay as heretofore on the 
outstanding bonded indebtedness of 
the district, and 
revenue 
from the 
state for school purposes would be 
sm all because of the com paratively 
sm all num ber of high school students 
residing here. 
In case of withdrawal, 
this comm unity would have to bear 
the full cost of Its school buildings 
and teaching staff, in addition. 
For 
these reasons the Realty Board sug­ 
gests a Junior High School here.

year—a killing every 1 $ minutes and 
an injury every 31 seconds. 
It is 
generally recognized that many ac­ 
cidents occur because 
slow moving 
trucks 
hog 
the 
highways. 
Suck 
trucks are a serious menace on Sat­ 
urday afternoons and Sundays when 
highways are filled 
with 
pleasure 
cars. 
One California legislator ha* 
proposed a bill which reads:

“It shall be unlawful for any 
person to operate any truck 
which has a manufacturer’s car­ 
rying capacity of three tons or 
more, either empty or loaded, 
upon any public highway of this 
state, between the hours of 12 
o’clock noon on any Saturday 
and 2 o’clock a. m. on the fol­ 
lowing Monday.” 
W e would like to see aD 
trucks included in the bill that 
cannot be operated as easily and 
swiftly up hill and down, as the 
average newer model passenger 
car.

C h a in of 70 P a rk s 
"W e have acquired in the state of 
California a m agnificent chain of 70 
parks,-com prising about 300.000 acres 
of m ountain and coastal areas, valued 
In excess of $14,000,000. 
T he people 
of the state, as private individuals 
and organizations, provided half the 
amount to acquire these p arks,” said 
Mr. Snook, “and we hope now to bring 
before the public the trem endous rec­ 
reational and educational value 
of 
their holdings." 
CCC cam p w orkers will carry on 
the im provem ent of the San Jacinto 
M ountain S ta te park property 
this 
year, as they did last season. 
W hen 
the w eather becom es favorable, m ore 
trails will be constructed. 
L ast sea­ 
son foot and horse trails as well as 
fire protection trails were built.

shelter was constructed in Round Val­ 
ley, ju st below Mt. San Jacinto, which 
is the highest point in the range and 
is included w ithin the state park.

LOSES LEGS UNDER 


WHEELS OF TRAIN 


A 13-year-old boy suffered th e loss 
of both legs Thursday afternoon at 
3:15 o'clock, when he fell betw een 
two freight cars a t the highway cross­ 
ing of the Southern Pacific railway, 
about a mile east of the Palm Springs 
station. The wheels of the train pass­ 
ed over both legs.

H e rem ained conscious throughout 
the harrow ing ordeal, exhibiting alm ost 
superhum an courage.

he reached Riverside. 
“Don't 
throw 
my 
shoes

them .” he told the nurse as he lay 
on tbe operating table. 
After rem ov­ 
ing his shoes, the nurse wrapped them 
in paper. 
He valued those shoes, for clothing, 
recently, at least, had not been easy 
to get. 
His father, Russell Shouse, 
3437 Pasadena avenue. Los Angeles, 
has been out of work for a long time, 
the boy said. 
W arren had been in Arizona looking 
for work and was using the freight 
train as transportation.

of th e accident, he was headed for 
Los Angeles.

ncluding camps, shelters, larms, welfare 
bureaus for family aid, and other types of centers 
within the boundaries of California. 
Florida and some Southern states are report­ 
ed to have set up regulations seeking to prevent 
entry by penniless wanderers. 
California 
has 
taken no such step, although there is increasing 
agitation for it. 
As long as the Federal Govern­ 
ment, however, recognizes its full responsibility 
to care for citizens of other states who are tem­ 
porarily in California, it is not probable this state 
would set up a border patrol to turn back those 
who cannot prove they have legitim ate business 
in the state. 
Bv setting up the transient service the Gov­ 
ernment has taken a burden from the shoulders 
of local agencies and has saved California citizens 
a huge amount in relief costs. 
There has been a 
definite decline in vagrancy and crime attributable 
to transients. 
Citizens should refer penniless strangers to 
the transient service. It is equipped to give prop­ 
er care to those who have no homes.— San Ber­ 
nardino Sun. 


COLLEGES MUST BAN REDS 
Cornelius DeBakcsy, editor of the Fontana 
Herald, has voiced a protest against the use of 
college facilities by speakers with Communistic 
tendencies which we believe strikes right at the 
heart of the whole situation. 
Mr. DeBakcsy suggests that colleges face 
community sentiment on the subject. 
If there is 
an institution of learning which can satisfy 
its 
patrons or the taxpayers—in the case of a public 
institution— that it should encourage either the 
teaching or the preaching of radicalism within its 
walls, we would be surprised. 
We are at a loss to understand why colleges 
either invite or permit sympathizers with the Sov­ 
iet form of government to appear at their institu­ 
tions. Pomona college must have understood the 
sympathetic attitude of its recent speaker toward 
the Soviet government before he appeared. This 
is very apparent by the official publicity of the col­ 
lege which heralded him as a “Communistic agi­ 
tator.”

We commend the attitude 
of 
officials 
at 
Chaffey in denying the use of the 
institution’s 
buildings as well as the prestige of the school, for 
such a purpose. 
We are not prepared, says the San Bernar­ 
dino Sun, to agree with the ultra-conservatives 
who would go so far as to attem pt to interfere with 
the constitutional right of free speech. 
But we 
have reached the conclusion that the place for 
appearance of lecturers and speakers who advo­ 
cate the Russian form of government or are op­ 
posed to the American form of government is in 
private halls hired for the purpose. 
The majority of the taxpayers and the ma­ 
jority of the people who have given private funds 
for the cause of education are certainly opposed 
io the overthrow of the United States government 
and the substitution of the Soviet theory.

time the colleges, both public and private, are im­ 
pressed with that fact.

CO UN TY H O S P I T A L N E E D S 
S T R E S S E D 
IN 
A N N UA L 
R E P O R T B Y SUP T. DORR 


T his new spaper has received the 
following 
report 
on 
the 
R iverside 
county hospital, from Dr. W. R. Dorr, 
superintendent: 
In a report, covering the operations 
of the county hospital, th e 
county 
clinic and the F ra n k Luke M emorial 
hospital a t B lythe for th e calendar 
year ending Dec. 31, filed w ith 
the 
board of supervisors. Dr. W. R. Dorr, 
superintendent, listed the following as 
the th ree m ajor n eed s th a t should be 
given serious consideration: 
1. T he m ain h ospital building, now 
34 years old and of fram e construc­ 
tion, not only fails to m eet m odern 
hospital dem ands b u t is a m ost dis­ 
tinct fire m enace to the patients hous­ 
ed in it, w hich now num ber over 100. 
This building also affords sadly inade­ 
quate space for adm inistration, for 
the X-ray for 
th e 
laboratory, 
for 
psyslotherapy and for the surgical op­ 
erating departm ent. 
2. At the present tim e we are spend­ 
ing about $2000 per y ear for the re n t 
of cottages to house em ployes and for 
room allow ance to nurses for whom 
we cannot provide room s. 
This ex­ 
pense is increasing each year, and it 
would seem to he 
th e 
economical 
thing to do to e rect quarters on the 
hospital grounds for these employes. 
3. W e are again facing the neces­ 
sity for supplying additional beds for 
tubercular cases. O ur m ain T.B. build­ 
ing was built to accom m odate 
50 
patients, and with th e cottage recent­ 
ly occupied to accom m odate 16 pa­ 
tients, gave us a to ta l of 66 beds. A t 
the present time we are averaging 
85 tu b ercu lar patients, an overload of 
about 30 per cent. 


“A study of this rep o rt,” continued 
the superintendent, “will show th at 
our w ork has m aterially incojeased 
over th e preceding year, th at m aterial 
additions have been m ade to our plant 
and our equipm ent, and th at the hos­ 
pital departm ent h a s been going for­ 
ward and n o t standing still.” 
In his com m ents on statistics sub­ 
m itted ,the su perintendent notes th at 
adm issions have increased very slight­ 
ly, from 2629 in 1933 to 2685 in 1934, 
an increase of only o n e per cent, while 
i births have been reduced by 44, which 
is a reduction of 22 per cent. 
T he daily overage num ber 
of 
pa­ 
tients has only been increased by 9 
or about 3 per cent, but th e tuber­ 
cular cases have increased from an 
average of 67 in Ja n u a ry to an av er­ 
age of 82 in D ecem ber, with an av er­ 
age of 76 for the p a st year, which is 
an increase of 10 p er cent over the 
preceding year. 


The cost per p a tie n t per day has 
rem ained th e sam e, bu t th e cost of 
food per m eal served has taken 
a 
sharp rise from 9 3-10 cents to 10 
3-10 cents. 
This, how ever, w as to be 
expected on account, of the increased 
csot of m any food supplies. 


Collections from p atien ts decreased, 
which is n ot at all surprising, 
th e 
superintendent com m ents. 
T he state 
T.B. subsidy of $3 a w eek for each 
tubercular case, w hich was granted 
in June, 1933, has continued, so th at 
this year th ere has b een received from 
this source the sum of $10,017.87. 


There has also been a continued 
increase in th e num ber of operations, 
the w ork in the laboratory, th e X-ray 
work and th e work of th e dentist, be­ 
sides a 41 per c e n t increase in th e 
out-patient work d o n e at the hospital. 
Dr. D orr goes in to th e history of 
the R iverside County C harity clinic, 
which fo r m any y e ars w as operated 
In R iverside by a board of directors 
m ade up of rep resen tativ es from the 
various priv ate w elfare organizations, 
supported by m oney from th e Com- i 


munity welfare fund and from 
the 
county. 
Work Swamps Physicians 
The num ber of p atien ts' visits had 
increased to such an ex ten t that the 
visiting 
Btaff 
of 
physicians 
were 
sw am ped and very 
strenuously com­ 
plained of th e increased work, and de- 
m anoed th a t some relief be furnished. 
The county medical society strongly 
recom m ended the adoption of the so- 
called San Fernando plan, which does 
aw ay w ith ail clinics. 
Individual pa­ 
tients are sent to the offices of the 
private physicians of th e ir choice and 
the countv pays a nom inal fee for the 
service rendered. 
The board of supervisors, the report 
discloses, decided to adopt the follow­ 
ing plan for the last half of 1934: The 
clinic w as placed under the m anage­ 
m ent of the hospital superintendent, 
w ith o n e of the resident physicians 
responsible for the care of all the 
patients. 
In cases w hich he needed 
advice, he was 
instructed 
to send 
such to private physicians, who w ere 
paid by th e county for th eir services. 
T he sam e was true of patients who 
needed treatm ent by specialists. 
W hile th e plan has 
im proved the 
clinic service, it has not stopped the 
agitation by the medical profession of 
the county for the adoption of the 
San Fernando plan, the rep o rt states. 
T he m ost recent reports obtainable 
from Los Angeles county, according 
to Dr. Dorr, indicate the cost of oper­ 
ation of this plan is gradually increas­ 
ing and there seems to be no way of 
controlling expenditures so as to keep 
them w ithin the budget. 


R eference is made to an o th er prop­ 
osition since made to th e board of su­ 
pervisors by the medical association 
which th e superintendent says seem s 
well w orth considering. 
The associ­ 
ation offers under this plan to furnish 
care to all indigent cases, outside of 
hospital cases, for a stated sum per 
year. 
Such an 
arrangem ent 
would 
perm it accurate budgeting of funds 
and appears to he a sound business 
proposition 
for 
the 
county, in the 
opinion of the superintendent. 
“A t th is tim e,’’ says th e report, “it 
is im possible to say w hat th e future 
status of th e clinic 
w ill 
he. 
The 
SERA Is putting into operation a plan 
to provide medical care for all of the 
people on t!-«'r rolls 
and 
for their 
families, w hich will relieve the clinic 
of a large percentage of work. 
The 
state legislature, now in session, is 
considering plans for the introduction 
of com pulsory health service insur­ 
ance, so th a t marked changes in the 
I m edical c a re of the public m ay be­ 
come effective in the n e ar future.” 
T he report also goes into the de­ 
cision to form a cancer study group, 
m ade up of all of the m em bers of the 
m edical profession of the county who 
would atten d the m eetings. 
The ob­ 
jects are three-fold—to 
add 
to the 
m em bers' knowledge of can cer; to ex­ 
am ine all suspected cancer cases ad­ 
m itted to th e hospital, an d to m ake 
recom m endations as to trea tm e n t Tor 
all cases diagnosed as cancer. 
“W e believe this m ovem ent is go­ 
ing to be of great help both to the 
m edical profession and to th e general 
public of Riverside county,” Dr. D orr 
concluded. 
U nder th e head of accom plishm ents 
and im provem ents, the superintend­ 
ent referred to the approval accorded 
the hospital by the A m erican College 
of Surgeons and the A m erican Medi­ 
cal association; the com pletion and 
occupancy on July 16, last, of the 16- 
bed tubercular cottage; th e develop­ 
m ent of a new well furnishing an ade­ 
quate supply of good w ater for all 
purposes; th e covering o f practically 
all of th e old wooden floors in the 
main building, and the expenditure 
of about $500 for replacing fixtures In 
the m ain kitchen.

The Sanitation Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, consisting of 
Earle Strebe, chairman, Earl Coffman 
and Phillip Boyd, has been in confer­ 
ence with sanitation engineers and 
other experts of the county, state and 
federal government, with the inten­ 
tion of adequately safeguarding the 
health of the community, which might 
be jeopardized if modern sanitation 
methods are not strictly observed. 
Due to the rapid and continuous 
growth of Palm Springs, it is believ­ 
ed the time has arrived when the 
community should have a sewer sys­ 
tem. However, until that can be ac­ 
complished, builders of new homes 
are requested to build cesspools of 
ample size and depth. 
It Is the contention of the Chamber 
of Commerce that it would be cheap­ 
er and for the best interests of the 
community to build a sewer system 
now, thus saving property owners the 
expense of digging additional cess­ 
pools.
